The St. Louis Globe Democrat dated June 1, 1961, carried 
news article that JOSEPH W. JANKO, a former doorman at one of 
PRANK WORTMAN*s Aast s.ide gambling houses, had the income 
tax evasion opnviction set aside by the United States'Supreme 
Court. The article went on to state that the court had originally 
returned the case to United States District Court for a new trial 
but the aotion of the Supreme Court was taken on May 29, 1961, 
setting, aside the conviction "upon consideration of the confession 
of error by the Solicitor General and examination of the e nti re 
record”.

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According to a news story in -the East St* Louis, 
Illinois Evening Journal June 27, 1961, EASTEER and CLAECT , 
along with JAMES PBIEIABLB of East St. Louis, are gamblers 
arrested in raids in major handbook network in 1957 who 
subsequently wen indieted T convicted in Federal Court . 
for evasion of Federal excise taxes on gambling and conspiracy 
to evade taxes. CLAECT was sentenced to four years 
fined $500: MASTERS was sentenced to three years and $2000 
and PBIEDABLE three years and $2000. PBIEDABLE began serving 
his sentence in 1959 and was paroled in January of 1961. 

CLAECT and EASTEEB appealed their case to the United states 
'Suvreme 'Court and subsequently the matter was referred for 
a new trial and on June 15, 1961 CLAECT and EASTEER entered 
pleas of guilty to a reduced charge of conspiracy to evade 
wagering taxes which charge was a misdemeanor rather than a 
felony.
